tour cholera-infested farms at this 
time, but this is not alarming, he 
said. 
The healthy condition of hogs in 
Indiana was demonstrated last Tues­ 
day in the Indianapolis stock y ards, 
he said 
There were twelve thousand 
hogs in the y ards 
and 
inspectors 
passed them all as not having visible 
-igns of >iekness. 
Dr. Nelson said 
this was extraordinary and possibly 
would not occur again in y ears. 
l)r. Nelson said that the farms now 
in tested are the ones on whieh 110 
attempt has been made to clean away 
infection, or in which the y oung p ig s 
were not vaccinated as soon as they 
were big enough for 
the 
“ double 
treatment.” 
Pigs are strong enough 
for tiiis about the time they reach 
the liO-pound class, he said. 
Most 
pigs have been weaned now, he said, 
and are light in 
the 
dangerous 
period. He said that jugs from sows 
that had had cholera and were there­ 
fore immune for the time at least 
would not have cholera until they 
were weaned l» ecause the sow's milk 
seemed to act as a protection. 
The 
strange food however, made the pigs 
sueeeptible to cholera, 
and in 
the 
majority of eases w here cholera now 
exists, it is from this source, he said. 
The veterinarian said that build­ 


ing s should be whitewashed. 
Straw - 


s Packs cannot Ik» disinfected, he said, 
and should he burned on farms that 
are cholera infected. If they are not 
burned then they should be spread 
out thin a s fertilizer and the pigs 
should be kept tiff these fields for 
some time. 
No eases of anthrax, the fatal dis­ 
ease that attacks all animals, have 
been reported in Indiana this y ear, 
though there were several last y ear 
in the northwestern portion of Ind­ 
iana. 
This is a soil disease and is 
believed to remain in the soil for 
from J O to 50 y ears. 
The (» uses la si 
y ear are believed to have come fol­ 
lowing dredging of 
swamp 
lands 
where the disease was uncovered. 
“ Blackleg,” so called because of 
the 
postmortem 
appearance, 
has 
been little heard from this y ear. 
It 
affects c a lve s under 2 
y ears 
old. 
Vaccine especially prepared to meet 
this disease should he used on infect­ 
ed farms. 
Dr. Nelson said he had noted an 
increasing tendency to sell 
y oung 
calves and gave this as his explana­ 
tion for the fa ct that 
appara ut ly 
there were less beef cattle 111 Indi­ 
ana this y ear than formerly , 
lie 
said a farmer can get from $12 to 
$10 for calves from 9 to 4 weeks old 
and can by disposing of the calves 
increase his milk supply . 
Dr. Nelson 
said that never again through the 
life of a ca lf will there be such a 
ready profit. 
11«» suggested a law 
preventing the killing of calves be­ 
fore a certain age.

ing comes under the head of Arts 
and Crafts, many people are afraid 
to tackle this simple and fascinating 
method of decorating.

New York, Aug. 18.— The sudden 
shift of military operations in Bel­ 
gium from North to S o u t h 
means 
that the German staff cannot 
bt* 
strategetically satisfied with the in­ 
formation secured by last week’s re­ 
connaissances west of Liege. 
I n- 
doubtedlv the fighting about Dynant 
indicates an attempt at exploring an ­ 
other way to enter France. 
Theoretically the allies ought to 
he better prepared for an engagement 
west of Dynant than if the Germans 
attempted to send 
their 
offensive 
army across the Meuse 
North 
of 
Liege. 
The main Belgian highway cast of 
the Meuse runs south from Liege and 
erosses the Meuse at Dynant whence 
it proceeds in several directions to­ 
ward the 
French 
frontier. 
Last 
September the Belgian army 
con­ 
ducted military maneuveres for tin* 
first time in five years, and this very 
district about Dynant was the site 
selected. 
King Albert made Dynant 
bis headquarters and the problem: 
set by the Belgian general staff was 
to drive back a German army cross­ 
ing the Meuse below Namur and mov ­ 
ing toward the French frontier. 
This the defending Belgian forces 
succeeded in doing. 
Developments of the utmost value 
in resisting Germany’s present attack 
were worked out at that time by the 
Belgian general staff. 
li is a curious commentary on the 
difference between theory and p rac ­ 
tice, that French m ilitary authorities 
criticised the Belgian maneuvres de­ 
claring the German arm y never would 
try to pass through Belgium so far 
north.

n a i s s a n c e s in Eastern Germany and 
Austria, but her army cannot 
he 
ready to move in force for some time. 
Reports of battles in 
the

Russian mobilization is de­

carts in many districts. 
The presence of 
small 
Russian 
cavalry bands in the interior 
Posen and west Prussia and in Gal- 
aeia should be reported with great 
frequently from now on. The o b je c t­ 
ive of these skirmishes ought to Ik 
not primarily to locate the German 
and European troops but to spread 
news of the czar’s promise to auto­ 
nomy to a United Poland. 
How tin 
Poles accept this assurance will pro­ 
foundly influence Russian offensive 
strategy.

now in London are without telephone 
service.

This action was taken as a further 
precaution against the operation of 
German spies. 
When the war first broke out there 
were about 30,000 Germans in Lon­ 
don. 
Many have returned to fight 
for the kaiser. 
A m ajority of those 
remaining have now registered as 
there is a penalty of heavy fine or 
imprisonment for German subjects 
who fail to appear at the police s ta ­ 
tions and furnish a complete record 
of their business in London. 
As a result, Germans are now pro­ 
hibited from having the 
following 
without perm its: 
Firearms, ammuni­ 
tion or explosives; petroleum spirit, 
naptha or intlnmable liquid; m otor­ 
car or motorcycle; carrier pigeons; 
any apprnatns which might be used 
for signalling; any cipher code or 
means of conducting secret corres­ 
pondence. 
Many German spies were arrested 
soon after w ar was declared and 
letters designed to 
aid 
England’s 
enemy are said to have been inter­ 
rupted by tin* postal authorities. 
All public buildings in London are 
heavily guarded by troops or police. 
Several lines of wire 
netting
